The Alberta Legislature is now 
in the process of a full and thor 
ough debate the Health Care 
Protection Act. This debate 
includes a clause-by-clause review 
by a committee of all MLAs, with 
the opportunity for amendments 
to be introduced. 

Government has introduced a 
package of amendments to 
strengthen the protection that the 
bill provides for Alberta's publicly 
funded health system. 

Albertans have been subjected 
to a great deal of comment on the 
bill, some of it distorted or badly 
misinformed. I would like to out- 
line why government brought for- 
ward this legislation and what if 
means for Alberta’s health system. 

We need Bill 11 because, at this 
time, we have no legislated author- 
ity to regulate and control private 
surgical facilities or private hospi- 
tals. Right now, if a private surgi- 
cal facility is accredited by the 
College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of Alberta, it could set up 
shop and there is absolutely noth- 
ing the Alberta Government could 
say or do about it. 

Bill 11 bans private hospitals 
and regulates other surgical facili- 
ties so they benefit the public sys- 
tem. Health authorities must spend 
the public health funding they 
receive in the most responsible 
manner possible and Bill 11 would 
help to give them the flexibility 
they need to deal with the chal- 
lenges of today. 

Contracts with surgical facilities 
— which would perform only less 
complex surgeries — would free 
up public hospital operating rooms

The legislation does not say the 
health authorities must contract 
with surgical facilities.

Bill 11 ensures that there will be 
no two-tier health system for 
Alberta, affirms the Government of 
Alberta’s commitment to the prin- 
ciples of the Canada Health Act 
and protects equitable access to 
publicly-funded health care for all 
Albertans. 

The bill puts into law that 
Albertans will not have to pay for 
medically-necessary surgery. It 
ensures that the rich are not treat- 
ed more favorably than other 
Albertans. In other words, there 
will not be one health system for 
the wealthy and another one for 
the poor. 

In fact, one of the amendments 
introduced by government makes 
it illegal to get faster access to a 
medically-necessary surgery by 
purchasing an uninsured service 
or an enhanced product or service.

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Political intrigue fuels Josca

iacomo Puccini would have felt right at 
FFs in an Alberta bitterly divided by 

the acrimonious debate over Bill 11 

In fact, he might have written on opera 
about it. There’s precedent after all. Tosca, 
one of Puccini's most famous works and 
one of the most-produced operas in the 
musical canon, tells the tale of an opera diva 
caught in a political war: Italy in 1800, divid- 
ed between republicans and monarchists. 

“Napoleon Bonaparte had brought the 
French Revolution to Italy a couple of years 
prior and the subsequent furor had swept 
the monarchy from Italy,” says Kelly 
Robinson, the director Tosca 

Robinson describes Tosca, one of the 
great verismo operas, as a visceral slice of 
life from the past and a work with extraordi- 
nary resonance depicting “real people at 
work and play

She’s a force of nature, whic h is what 
attracts Cavaradossi and Scarpia to her in 
the first place, By today’s stand jards, Tosca 
the diva would have been at the centre of 
Roman life ... a Hollywood star. 

Tosea is also as totally devoted to art as 
she is to passion, says Robinson, a devotion 
that returns to haunt her. 

“Her final discovery in the great aria 
(Vissi d’arte) is that her reliance on art was 
not enough to defend herself from the cruel- 
ty, the reality of the world,” he says. “Art has 
been her shield, but it did not shield her. If 
anything, her devotion to art has blinded her 
to potential defenses, modes of escape.” 

Tosca’s blindness is not unique. All of 
Puccini's characters are blind; fall short in 
some key fashion, says Robinson. “Puccini 
very much wanted to show deception in 
both honorable and dishonorable charac- 
ters: they are all involved in a web of deceit 
that in turn undoes them all, draws them 
into the web. In fact, we talked in rehearsal 
about all the things happening that con- 
tribute to the tragic ending. There really is 
no escape but through death.

Those were whimsical times, 
and the music certainly reflected 
it. Anything and everything hap- 
pened at gigs during the early ’80s. 

“Oh yeah. We were living the life 
of Riley: you play, people applaud 
you, you drink lots of free beer. 
How could it not be whimsical?” 

When Jerry took his band to 
Montreal to begin his rock career 
in earnest in 1986, it looked like a 
sure thing. Settling in the east, 
signed to the Pipeline label with 
the Doughboys and Ray Condo, 
Jerry’s incendiary live show guar- 
anteed the band large audiences 
across the country. Unfortunately, 
with the label folding and the indif- 
ference with which the Orchestra 
pursued greater success, the band 
remained stuck in a sort of hinter- 
land-of public consciousness. The 
rotating members of the Sons Of 
Rhythm were always excellent 
musicians. But his albums never 
quite took off. After the indepen- 
dently released Road Gore, Jerry 
followed up with Battle Hymn of 
the Apartment and Don’t Mind if I 
Do, both albums building on the 
Orchestra’s initial rockabilly/coun- 
try sound, flirting with straight- 
ahead rock and even soul and jazz. 
Jerry’s voice, always deep and 
sepulchral, sweetened and he 
began playing with a lighter tone. 
There were saxophones, back-up 
singers, pianos. 

But with no one to actually push 
the albums, it was left to the group 
to essentially sell them off stage, 
and that only gets you so far. The 
run ended with The Sound and the 
Jerry, essentially a solo album 
with overdubs, contained some of 
his best and wittiest songs. 

Realizing that cross-Canada 
touring was a dead end, Jerry 
made a stab at the U.S. that was 
too little, too late. But it did bring 
about some rare experiences. 

“We did get to play with some 
interesting people, and some of 
the bands are way out there. 
Deadbolt, for instance. The singer 
Harley Davidson, that’s his real 
name, would ask for lipstick from 
the audience. He would put it on 
and then say, ‘There, am I pretty 
for ya? Am I pretty?’ and the rest 
of the band would start chanting 
‘prrettty . . . prrettty’ for about five 

minutes straight. Way past the 
point of funny, over into very 
uncomfortable.

Life imitates album title for unlucky

The big brouhaha with music on 
the Internet has always been royal- 
ty recoupment for the artist. Now 
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that Napstar has banded down- 
loaders in a co-op method, more 
trouble ensues. Last week was a 
really big deal, when Chart 
Magazine’s Web counterpart, 
ChartAttack.com, revealed the 
Tragically Hip ’s newest (and 
ninth) album, Music@Work, had 
been leaked on the Internet. The 
recording, in MP3 format, surfaced 
two months before the official 
release date. 

A complete track listing and 
review of the album was available 
two weeks ago on the Web site 
iherald.com. The review was taken 
down within 24 hours of Universal, 
the band 's label, finding out. The 
question that has not been 
answered is, “who leaked it?” 

Universal spokespersons 
declined comment on the record 
to ChartAttack.com, but the rag 
contacted Canadian Recording 


Freel 


Industry Association President 
(CRIA) Brian Robertson, who 
oversees Canada’s copyright laws. 

Robertson said the issue has 
been moved forward as a high pri- 
ority and they are very close to 
finding out the source. Piracy 
penalties (for copyright infringe- 
ment) are severe, up to a million- 
dollar fine and five years in jail. 

It is suspected the leak came 
from the U.S. because Canadians 
at Universal did not have advance 
copies when the infringement 
occurred. The auction Web site 
ebay had an advance copy of the 
album on the auction block, which 
ended up selling for $676 U.S., 
(over $1,000 Canadian). The win- 
ning bidder claimed they had not 
intended to actually purchase the 
album, but were just calling atten- 


tion to the problem.

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Four days after Rymes With 
Orange played Red’s on April 12, 
their tour van was totalled in 
Dryden, Ont. The band had can- 
celled their Saturday gig in 
Winnipeg because singer Lyndon 
Johnson (no relation) had laryngi- 
tis. They pulled into the parking lot 
of a motel in Dryden early Sunday 
morning. Right after they got out 
of the van, a tractor-trailer 
careened off an adjacent highway, 
smashing into the tour van and 
crushing it. 

Apparently, the truck driver who 
hit the van suffered a brain 
aneurysm and was unconscious at 
the wheel.

Dance to the beat of social justice at the free MayDay2K rave

he planning of the upcoming MayDay2k celebration in Edmonton is 

motivated by more than the usual desire to shake your body to the 

heat. This event is part of something that’s happening all over the 
world on this day and has ideological roots manifest in the actions of 
groups pI omoting labor law reform and protesting the abuse of govern- 
nental and corporate/economic power for over a hundred years. 
4 ‘fhe increasing realization by people everywhere that the effects of 
slobal market manipulation transcend all borders and that the syn- 
chronous voice of scattered groups with a common cause can ring 
joud around the world has prompted the increased organization and 
swelling attendance of events like this, the third International Day of 
Action Against Capitalism. 
May Day is celebrated in much of the world as an international 
worker's holiday, commemorating the actions of a group of trade 
unionists who, in 1886, led the struggle to establish the eight-hour 
workday as the aecepted norm for industrial societies, something most 
of us take for granted now but at the time was controversial enough to 
jead to the execution of its instigators in America. If the significance of 
these happenings seems faint in light of the growing complexity of this 
planet's problems, the purpose of MayDay2K is not to dwell on the 
past but to reinforce the need to recognize that the same underlying 
principles of fairness and respect must be defended today in a more 
versatile and cohesive way than ever before. 

That isn’t to say this gathering is about fighting with police or throw- 
ing bricks at your boss's car. Rather, it is really intended to be as much 
a day of dancing and celebration as a day of protest, and the spirit of 
this event will be simultaneously echoed by thousands of people in the 
streets of Toronto, London, Helsinki and other cities wishing to 
express “collective solidarity through celebration.” 

Although MayDay2K in Old Strathcona will be friendly and peaceful, 
recent Days of Action throughout the world have had more direct and 
aggressive agendas, the most renowned of which terminated the World 
Trade Organization (WTO) meeting in Seattle last year and turned that 
city on its side by provoking the irrational fear from tear-gas-happy 
authorities. Other cities like London and New York have seen 
thousands of protesters converge on and occupy the streets of 
their central business districts, dancing en masse to raging techno 
beats in an attempt to suspend the pulse of the financial “hearts” of the

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Black spark theory ignites hot debat

ext time you feel like starting a blood 
[Micrs go to a Classics lecture on any 
American campus or to any American 
publishing house and utter the following: 
“Egypt was a Black ci tion. And it con- 
quered and civilised Greece.” 

As amply demonstrated by the growth 
industry in anti-Afrocentric publishing, 
North America’s racially-poisoned debates 
about nearly everything have made the racial 
identity of a people from 6,000 years ago 
almost as vicious as the fight over Kosovar 
soil. 

Why the controversy? Because imperial- 
ism required a historical revisionism to over- 
turn the ancient Greek vision of Egypt as its 
mother — and installed a numbing racist 
view of history and classics that modern 
academia h d to expunge 

Enter Richard Poe, author of the contro- 
versial Blac: ite Fire: Did African 
Explorers C Ancient Europe?, a book 
whose trials of publication are almost as 
stunning as its revelations about the ancient 
world. But why does history matter at all? 

“For those of us who love history, we 
don’t even need to ask the question, ; 
Poe. “History is always important ... we 
can't learn how to behave in the future if we 
don’t know happened in the past, which is 
the memory of our race. If we don’t know 
what happened in the past, we really don't 
know anything — we're a people without a 
memory.” 

But on the racial issues, Poe is clear that

s to be overturned. “Black Spark, White 

goes back to a time when Africa was 
the preeminent power on land and sea, and 
in particular, the nation of Egypt. The mes- 
sage isn’t really drummed in today that these 
were an African people and that they lived 
so many thousands of years before the 
Golden Age of Greece.” 

So, Poe must be an angry Black writer 
with an Afrocentric spear to sharpen, right?

Poe, an award-winning American journal- 
ist, is part Russian Jew, part Mexican, and 
best-selling author. “I'm definitely not one of 
these academic White liberals afflicted with 
‘White guilt’ who feel they have to atone for 
the sins of their ancestors by beating up on 
Europe and themselv Poe declares, “I 
don’t think they're sincere. A person who 
doesn’t respect himself and his own heritage 
can't really respect anyone else’s. My advice 
to everyone out there is, look out for those 
White liberals.” 

He means it on several levels. Poe has no 
liberal bleeding heart, or anything else red, 
for that matter. He’s a former editor of 

s azine, and his website includes 
vehement arguments against gun control and 
a defence of NY Mayor Rudolph Guiliani. So

I first heard about the Fete de 
Bayonne from some friends in 
France and some local people dur- 
ing my visit to Pamplona. My trav- 
el plans didn’t include Bayonne a 
second time (as I had already visit- 
ed prior to going to Pamplona), 
but after a month of travelling 
around Europe, | returned for their 
festival. I'm glad I did. 

Arriving in Bayonne, I could feel 
the energy in the air. Streets were 
brightly decorated with streamers, 
balloons and flags. As the night 
drew closer, music grew louder on 
the streets and people began com- 
ing out. Everyone was dressed in 
white shirts (most also in white 
pants) and red bandannas. If 
you're not dressed appropriately, 
the locals spray water and beer at 
you. Go figure. 

Basically, the night goes like 
this: First everyone gets pissed off 
sangria, which is everywhere and 
cheap. For about $10 you can get a 
two-litre bottle from any of the 
bars. Once primed, you simply 
roam the streets listening to the 
music, pumped out of all the build- 
ings, and dance. At about 10 p.m., 
you head towards the erected, 
fenced-off and barricaded street 
area that has been turned into a 
bull arena. You pay about $3 to get 
into the arena or you can pay noth- 
ing to watch from the stands.

At 11 p.m. ‘bulls’ are released 
into the arena. One difference 
about this ‘Bull’ festival is that 
instead of releasing bulls they 
release cows with sharp horns 
attached to their heads. I’m not 
exactly sure how many people 
were crammed into the arena, but 
it was packed, mostly with men. 
It's considered good luck if you 
can touch the cow, but you need a 
strategy to even get close to it, oth- 
erwise you can get hurt. At one 
point | was caught in a little ram- 
page by the cow, which headed 
towards the crowd I was in. We 
retreated towards a fence, drunk 
enly trying to climb over. My legs 
were crushed by the hordes of 
people also trying to escape the 
wrath of a cow. To say the least, it 
was crazy. 

Eventually up to four cows are 
released at once and all hell 
breaks loose. I was with a friend 
who had been to this festival many 
times and showed me the strategy 
to run away but also touch the 
cow at the same time; thus I man- 
aged to get myself some good luck. 
After the so-called bull running 
was over the party continued on 
the streets, with more sangria and 
paella, until morning broke. Or 
until you passed out on the street. 
The next morning everything was 
cleaned up and you would never 
guess a party had occurred. No
